Maysvllle is indeed* fortunate in this 
ruling as It Is one of a very few cities 
in the whole of the State or Kentucky 
which is not affected by the order 
which was published in the Public 
Ledger Monday evening. Maysville's 
business, under this fortunate ar 
rangement or things will proceed as 
usual without any interference what- 
ever at present.

Atlanta, On., December 2. — Secre- 
tary of State Robert lAnsIng has ac- 
cepted the appointment of chairman 
of the general committee of the Intor- 
church World Movement, according to 
advice received at the southeastern 
headquarters of the movement In At- 
lanta today. 

The committee of which Secretary 
Lamitng Is now the directing head 
consists of 160 of the most prominent 
clergymen and laymen In America, 
representing the evangelical churches 
and church boards which are cooper- 
ating In the movemont. The secre- 
tary of state, like President Wilson. 
Is a ruling elder In the Presbyterian 
church. 

In accepting the appointment. Sec- 
retary Lansing wrote to Dr. William 
Hiram Foulkes, vice chairman of the 
executive committee of the Inter- 
church World Movement, expressing 
his appreciation. "I am highly honor- 
ed by being selected to lead so great 
a movement of the Protestant 
churches of this continent and accept 
the position with the assurance that 
so far as I am able, I will do my part 
in advancing a cause which appealn 
to every man who seeks a new and 
better world, founded upon the princi- 
ples of Christianity." 

He succeeds C W. Ayor, of Phila- 
delphia, who still is actively identi- 
fied with the movement. 

The general confmlttee of the Inter- 
Church World Movement lays out the 
general policies of the movement for 
the various evangelical denominations 
who support It. The details of these 
policies are entrusted to an executive 
committee, of which Dr. John R. Mott 
Is chairman.

The ceremony 
is performed on a night of "the dark 
fortnight," no women except widows 
being present. It Is considered most 
suitable that the deceased husband's 
younger brother should marry the 
widow.
